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Fortnightly bin collections 

Councillor issues health warning over proposed changes in waste rota 
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BIN collections are set to 
become fortnightly in Brid- 
port. 

Cost cutting plans to 
change the way household 
waste is collected are ex¬ 
pected to be agreed by the 
district council next week. 

But a fear that the move 
will attract vermin such as 
rats as waste piles up has 
been sounded by Bridport 
town and county councillor 
Karl Wallace. 

Proposals to change the 
waste collection from its 
current weekly rota will go 
before members of West 
Dorset District Council’s 
executive committee on 
December 13th.

Household waste is cur¬ 
rently collected by WDDC 
and disposed of by the 
Dorset Waste Partnership. 

But Councillor Wallace 
warns the halving of col¬ 
lections will cause health 
risks within the town. 

The nurse said: “Where 
fortnightly collections have 
been introduced there’s an 
increase in vermin like rats, 
mice and cockroaches be¬ 
cause the waste is lying 
around longer so vermin 
identify that as a food 
source. 

“You may have the food 


waste collections, which is 
good, but vermin will still 
rip open the bin bags. Rats 
are not going to think 
there’s no food in a bag if 
it’s laying around and 
we’ve had this problem be¬ 
fore in the town centre with 
seagulls ripping open bags. 

“For two weeks poten¬ 
tially there will be medical 
waste and other food items 
people may get rid of, 
which will attract vermin, 
that will be laying around.” 

WDDC members will 
consider joining the ‘Joint 
Municipal Waste Strategy’ 


at next week’s meeting. 

It is thought the district 
council could save 
£304,977 a year by joining 
the county-wide scheme. 

The hope it that by link¬ 
ing Dorset councils it will 
save money and improve 
waste and recycling serv¬ 
ices. 

If the county-wide 
scheme is introduced resi¬ 
dents would be given 
wheelie bins, which are- 
hoped to reduce mess and 
problems caused by seag¬ 
ulls and other animals. 

Bridport mayor Council¬ 
lor David Rickard said 
there was no excuse for

If that is not enough to keep Kirsten busy, 
this week she will be moving to Lyme Regis 
with her fiance Paul Bester and her two chil¬ 
dren Taegan and Megan, who both attend St 
Michael's Primary School. 

The adventurous couple share a love for the 
outdoors and earlier this year climbed Mount 
Aconcagua to raise funds for Cancer Research. 


■ HOW did the idea for a shop come about? 

It was an idea we had that just escalated really. It was 
a hobby but, to stop me spending so much money on 
candles, it turned into this. 

■ WHERE did the name "Elephant's Earwax" come 
from? 

I love elephants and I like everything earthy, I like 
things with an Indian or South African feel. Paul was 
the last addition to my collection really, because he's 
South African. It was all based around that. The earwax 
part Paul came up with, it's just genius and I love it. 

■ WHAT do you love about elephants? 

I was lucky enough to go to Goa with my dad and we 
spent sometime in the jungle and we were with ele¬ 
phants all the time. We rode the elephants, we fed 
them, we washed them in the river. There is just some¬ 
thing magical about elephants and from a small child 
I have always collected carvings and anything to do 
with elephants. They must have their trunk up though, 
because its bad luck otherwise. 

■ WHAT has the response been like since the shop 
opened? 

It's been really positive and everyone has been really 
supportive. All the local shops have just been amazing, 
they have been making me cups of tea and giving me 
advice, really lovely.The support from the mums at the 
girls'school has been great as well. I've been doing par¬ 
ties in the evenings and so I've had lots of support from 
them. Everyone has been really positive who has come 
in the shop, saying it's nice to have something unusual 
in Lyme. Generally it's been really positive, we just need 



more people in the town. 


■ DO you host private parties as well then? 

I've done one party where I opened the shop up after 
hours but before that I was doing home parties as well. 
Now I just don't have the time but if people wanted it I 
could look into getting someone to do it, but at the mo¬ 
ment it's just me in here. We've got four kids so I do 
need to be at home some times. 


■ IF people want to find that unique gift this Christ¬ 
mas, which of your products would you recom- 
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mend? 

Well we make our own candles here so they are com¬ 
pletely unique to Lyme Regis. We use premium grade 
oils from America, because you have to be careful to 
use the right oils when you make candles. We are doing 
Christmas gift hampers as well, and we are taking order 
on those at the moment. They come in three different 
sizes and include our candles, room sprays, pot-pourri, 
candle holders, all products based around home fra- 
grancing. 

■ DO you have any Christmas candles? 

We have two Christmas candles, which are 'Fire and 
Spice'and 'Bengal Butter', they are the most popular 
candles at the moment. 'Fire and Spice' is like woody 
smells and spices and Bengal Butter is predominately 
ginger. There are other ingredients in there as well but 
we don't want to giveaway any trade secrets. 

■ WHAT are the best and worst presents you have 
ever received? 

That's hard, Paul is very romantic, always buying me lit¬ 
tle gifts and things, he's very thoughtful. For my birth¬ 
day he's just taken me to South Africa. We climbed 
Aconcagua in Argentina in January, you could say that 
was a Christmas present. That was just amazing and we 
raised lots of money for Cancer Research. I am bringing 
out a Cancer Research candle in the New Year as well 
because I want to continue to support them. My worst 
present was a mustard brown jumper with a horse's 
head on it, it was hideous.

people to put rubbish out that attracts vermin but under¬ 
stood some homes lacked space for storing waste. 

He said: “If people are recycling plastic, glass and tins 
and recycling food then doorstep rubbish going out every 
two weeks should not be a problem. 

“Except, maybe, in one or two places where people are 
living in flats where they really don’t have the space to 
store anything.” 

Residents were asked for their views on waste and recy¬ 
cling services during the consultation exercise on the 
‘Joint Municipal Waste Strategy’. 

These views were taken into account when the new im¬ 
proved service was designed said a WDDC spokesman. 

Kate Hindson, WDDC director of communities, said, in 
the current climate, saving money by councils working to¬ 
gether was vital. 

She said: “The council is keen to save every penny to 
help keep our council tax one of the lowest in the country 
and to protect our frontline services. 

“Having a county-wide waste and recycling service is

The new service could be introduced in West Dorset at 
the beginning in 2014. 


• THE new'Joint Municipal Waste Strategy'service 
will be run by the Dorset Waste Partnership, which 
West Dorset District Council has signed up to join in 
April 2013. 

Under the scheme there will be a weekly food waste 
collection, a fortnightly recycling collection of glass, 
card, paper, plastics, batteries, tins and cans; and a 
fortnightly collection of left over non-recyclable 
waste to go to landfill. 

Residents would also be offered a fortnightly 
charged garden waste collection service. 

Special communal bins will be provided for resi¬ 
dents living in flats and special arrangements will be 
made for residents who cannot store wheelie bins. 

Dorset residents threw away more than 82,428 
tonnes of rubbish last year. Every household sent 
more than 425 kg to landfill, the same weight as six 
washing machines. 

The Government charges councils more money 
every year to send rubbish to landfill, so if recycling 
rates do not improve costs will rise.

Spot fines for noisy cars 

AN INITIATIVE to curb the problem of noisy cars is 
being rolled out by police in Bridport. 

Motorists with vehicles exceeding a certain noise 
level will be handed a £30 fine during the initiative by 
Bridport and Lyme Regis Safer Neighbourhood Team. 

The teams will take to the streets with new noise 
monitoring equipment to tackle vehicle related anti¬ 
social behaviour in the area. 

The new equipment, which is currently used by ten 
different police forces countrywide, will be used to 
measure decibel levels emitted from car exhausts. 

If the noise levels exceed the legal limit the police 
will have the option to issue a £30 fixed penalty ticket 
to the driver. 

Bridport Town Community Beat Officer, PC Mike 
Brown, said:"We take a large number of calls from the 
public in relation to anti-social behaviour caused by 
vehicles.The major complaint made is the noise emit¬ 
ted by the vehicle. 

"I was able to make a successful bid for this equip¬ 
ment and we should be using it by the end of this 
month. 

"This will give us a great opportunity to tackle this 
issue and improve the quality of life for residents of 
Bridport, West Bay and Lyme Regis. 

"The pilot will also be rolled out in the Dorchester 
area."

Fact-finding mission to improve carer services 


THE Standing Commission on Car¬ 
ers, an independent advisory body 
that provides expert advice to Gov¬ 
ernment ministers, recently spent 
three days in Dorset on a fact-finding 
mission to gain an insight into good 
practice and find out what carers 
think of services available. 

The visit was organised by Dorset 
County Council in partnership with 
NHS Dorset and had a strong focus 
on carer support. 

The delegation, headed by Dame 
Philippa Russell, OBE, Chair of the 
Standing Commission on Carers, 
met with groups of carers, providers 
and managers to hear firsthand about 
carers’ experiences and how carers 
continue to influence service devel¬ 
opments in the county. 


Highlights of the visit included 
meetings with young carers and spe¬ 
cialist support workers as well as a 
chance to take part in training for 
carers provided by St John Ambu¬ 
lance. 

Paul St Quintin, Strategic Commis¬ 
sioning Manager for Adult and Com¬ 
munity Services at Dorset County 
Council, said: “Carers remain very 
high on the agenda in Dorset and we 
are striving to improve the services 
on offer throughout the county. 

“Carers and professionals had the 
opportunity to share their views on 
challenges and opportunities for car¬ 
ers during the visit. 

“Stronger integration of health and 
social care has helped to provide a 
better service, and the Commission 


were interested to see how this work 
is progressing in Dorset. 

“All too often carers experience so¬ 
cial isolation and also poverty as a 
result of having to give up work to 
become a full-time carer. 

“Carers save the Government an 
incredible £34billion a year, yet 
much of this work goes unrewarded. 

“The visit from The Standing Com¬ 
mission for Carers gave us an oppor¬ 
tunity to demonstrate how carers 
influence developments across the 
county and help to shape future serv¬ 
ices. 

“The Commission are visiting ten 
sites nationally and we look forward 
to reading their report, which will be 
published early next year.”

Councillors act to try to 
prevent loss of helicopter 


A LETTER highlighting Bridport Town 
Council's concerns over the loss of Port¬ 
land's Coastguard Helicopter has been 
sent to the country's transport minister. 

Members of Bridport Town Council re¬ 
acted to the announcement that the Port¬ 
land Coastguard Helicopter was to be 
withdrawn from 2017. 

It was agreed, as a matter of urgency, 
that Town Clerk Bob Gillis should write to 
the Secretary of State for Transport fol¬ 
lowing consideration by a group of mem¬ 
bers with knowledge of the service. 

The decision was taken at the council's 
meeting on November 29th. 

The following comments, on behalf of 
the town council, were sent to the Secre¬ 
tary of State for Transport Justine Green¬ 
ing: 

"The Portland base is in the middle of 
the south west coast. It is understood that 
so far this year, the helicopter has carried 
out 191 operations, operating as a 12 
hour base. This compares to Lee-On- 
Solent being a 24 hour base, carrying out 
201 incidents. 

"This demonstrates that Portland is very 
busy compared to other bases. The time 
taken to get from Portland to, for exam¬ 
ple, West Bay is a maximum (on a good 
flying day) of 10 minutes, compared to 30 
minutes from either Lee-On-Solent or 
RAF Chivenor. It is considered that the ad¬ 
ditional flying time from the regional 
bases could have very serious implica¬ 
tions for people in difficulty along the 
coast in this part of Dorset. 

" So far this year, Portland Coastguard 
has been involved in many incidents in¬ 
land from the coast, as well as covering 
their normal maritime role. This is due to 


the air ambulance that cannot fly at night, 
or after dark. Also, it is understood that 
the local police helicopter has no medical 
capability and patients are laid on the 
floor. The coastguard helicopter provides 
this support as well as a paramedic. 

"On numerous occasions during the 
summer months, all helicopters in the 
south west are working at the same time 
and at times have called for extra re¬ 
sources. Also during times of mainte¬ 
nance and/or technical problems leading 
to the loss of the Portland service, other 
helicopters have less flying time/search 
time in this area, due to fuel capabilities. 

"There is a state of the art hangar at 
Portland, which will become redundant, 
with the loss of its building costs etc. The 
Government has promised Dorset that 
there will be a legacy from the Olympics 
in 2012. The loss of this service would not 
appear to be a good legacy from the 
Games and would deter people from tak¬ 
ing part in activities along the coast with¬ 
out the re-assurance of adequate 
coastguard helicopter coverage." 

The town council, alongside other local 
authorities and the local community, is 
working hard to promote the World Her¬ 
itage Jurassic Coast as a safe place for vis¬ 
itors to enjoy. The area is one of the most 
popular for sports divers, for whom the 
loss of the helicopter could act as a severe 
deterrent, bearing in mind the need to 
get quickly to the decompression cham¬ 
ber at Poole hospital. The coast is also 
very popular with walkers and for other 
leisure and sporting activities and this de¬ 
cision could have a major impact on 
tourism in the area.

Married in 1947, he served an ap¬ 
prenticeship in tool-making before becom¬ 
ing a heating engineer.” 

Bill and his wife Joan moved to Bridport 
in 1971 as licensees of the former Royal 
Oak in West St. A friend from those times 
is Garry Hayball: “What I can say about 
Bill,” says Garry, “Is what a thoroughly 
nice man he was and you could always tell 
before he actually appeared because of 
that chuckle he had.” 

Garry and his wife Eileen knew Bill for 
40 years. “Bill and Joan moved on to the 
Three Horseshoes at Burton Bradstock 
with great success,” continues 
Garry. “We’d visit there and I’d like to 
say what a well-respected business man 
Bill was in our community. He will be 
sadly missed.” 

Working with Bill and Joan in the Three 
Horseshoes were their two sons, Steve and

Richard, along with Richard’s wife, Mar¬ 
garet. From 1996 onwards you would also 
find Tim and Mark, Richard’s sons, busy 
in the wash-up room, clearing tables or 
bottling up. Being involved in the ‘pub 
trade’ was a real family affair and a great 
training ground. 

Bill, Joan, Richard and Margaret retired 
from the pub in 1999. At that point 
Richard diversified. He ran a greetings 


card business in the area and three years 
ago he and his wife took over Harbour 
News, continuing the family’s involve¬ 
ment in local commerce. As Richard says: 
“Our dad taught us a lot and Steve and I 
feel our business acumen owes much to 
the way he led his life. In a nutshell, dad 
got on with everyone and had time for 
anyone - from all walks of life.” 

The Hive Beach Cafe was acquired by 
Bill and Joan in 1991 and managed by 
Melanie, Steve’s then wife. Bill and Joan 
took a strategic role in the cafe, offering 
advice and guidance. One thing that’s 
never changed is the family influence. 
Right to the end Bill helped manage the fi¬ 
nances. He was so proud of his family. 
Only recently he was thrilled to hear that 
Steve’s daughter Emily had landed a job 
in London with Easy Living magazine. 

John Webb from the Bridport Lions adds 
his tribute: “Bill brought his membership 
of Lions with him to Bridport and the 
Royal Oak. He was the prime mover in the 
formation of Bridport Lions in 1972 and 
was president for its first two years.” 

John, who followed Bill as president of 
the Club said: “Bridport Lions would not 
be celebrating their 40 th anniversary in 
2012, having raised over £250,000 for 
local causes, without the initiative of Bill 
Attrill.”

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Three month reprieve for hospital services 

CAMPIGNERS have won a three-month extension to 
threatened services at Bridport Community Hospital. 

Plans to pull radiography, outpatient and day surgery 
services from Bridport have been pushed back from 
March to July. 

The announcement came as members of Community 
Health Campaign (CHC) handed a 9,000 strong petition 
to members of Dorset Health Scrutiny Committee when 
they met last week. 

NHS Dorset Primary Care Trust has ordered a review 
of services at individual community hospitals as well as 
consultations about proposals. 

The trust has decided to fund the extra three months 
of services at Bridport, which is delivered by Dorset 
County Hospital NHS Foundation Trust.

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First Open Book Festival a stunning success 


T HE First Bridport Open Book Festival started in 
style with an event underlining exactly what 
Open Book is about. Around 30 young people 
from all over Dorset, who had taken part in the Off the 
Page project, performed their poetry, many for the first 
time, to a packed house, alongside poetry legend Roger 
McGough who gave a stellar performance. 

Festival programmer David Woolley said: “This 
began a fantastic week of varied events working right 
across the community, which included workshops and 
events with local schools, Bridport Library, Bridport 
Childrens 4 Centre, Dorset Adult Learning and even 
Bridport Town FC’s Under 12s. There were adult wok- 
shops in writing poetry, memoir and flash fiction, and

free lunchtime events featuring a host of local writing tal¬ 
ent, as well as evening talks and performances which in¬ 
cluded poetry, music, film and visual art. 

“The week climaxed with breathtaking performances 
from Bridport Prize judges, Poet Laureate Carol Ann 
Duffy and A.L Kennedy. Ms Duffy did two shows in a day, 
one for school pupils, followed later by her adult show 
with musician John Sampson. Always a consummate per¬ 
former, she was on sparkling form for Bridport, delivering 
a spell-binding performance of old and new work, per¬ 
fectly nuanced to sit alongside the multi-talented Samp¬ 
son, whose genial giant presence and quirky blasts of 
traditional tunes from a variety of eccentric wind-instru¬ 
ments, accompanied by hilarious eye-rolling, leavened the 
mix to perfection. 

“Just when we thought that performance couldn’t pos¬ 
sibly be topped, along comes A.L Kennedy. Those present 
earlier on the final Saturday for the Bridport Prize-giving 
would have been expecting good things, as the quizzical 
Kennedy showed off enough of her warm yet dangerous 
wit there to hint at what was to come. No-one though, 
could have imagined the spell-binding show that was to 
follow. Like much that is beyond the norm, her perform¬ 
ance is hard to categorise: too multi-faceted to be called a 
reading (and indeed no script is used), far too literary and 
affecting to be ‘stand-up’, too direct and honest to be 
called theatre, Kennedy’s gig is unique. 

“She combines a word-perfect stream -of-consciousness 
style with a clearly polished script only a gifted prose 
writer could construct, yet with lightness of touch, razor- 
sharp observational humour and candid emotion. It is at 
turns laugh-out-loud funny, intellectually demanding, 
warm yet bleak, and thoroughly captivating. Above all it 
is brave. Not afraid to skate along the edges of sentimen¬ 
talism, Kennedy’s act is a tight-rope walk along the emo¬ 
tions, a heart-on-the-sleeve, bare-foot (literally - don’t ask 
- see the show...) kick in the gut. The word is over-used 
these days, but Alison Kennedy is touched by genius. The 
near-capacity BAC audience was left almost speechless 
by this final show of the festival, summoning enough 
words only to say - “looking forward to next year” Bring 
it on!”

As at their birth; and I stood thinking there

In weather that was fit to freeze, 

I thought that I had lost my clothes, 
And only wore a short chemise. 

The wind was wild; so catch a train 
I ran, but no advance did make; 

My legs were pistoning in vain - 
How I was happy to awake! 

I had a dream: Upon the stair 
I met a maid who kissed my lips; 

A nightie was her only wear, 

We almost came to loving grips. 

And then she opened wide a door, 

And pointed to a bonny bed... 

Oh blast! I wakened up before 
I could discover - were we wed? 

Alas! Those dreams of broken bliss, 

Of wakenings too sadly soon! 

With memories of sticky kiss, 

And limbs so languidly a-swoon! 

Alas those nightmares devil driven! 
Those pantless prow lings in Pall Mall! 

Oh why should some dreams be like heaven 
And others so resemble hell? 

Our third poem is by the great William Blake. 


THE LAND OF DREAMS 

Awake, awake my little Boy! 

Thou wast thy Mother's only joy: 

Why dost thou weep in thy gentle sleep? 
Awake! thy Father does thee keep. 

"O, what land is the Land of Dreams? 

What are its mountains, and what are its streams? 
0 Father, I saw my Mother there, 

Among the lilies by waters fair. 

Among the lambs clothed in white 
She walked with her Thomas in sweet delight. 

I wept for joy, like a dove I mourn — 

O when shall I return again?" 

Dear child, I also by pleasant streams 
Have wandered all night in the Land of Dreams; 
But though calm and warm the waters wide, 

I could not get to the other side. 

"Father, O Father, what do we here,

THIS Thursday sees a startlingly intense reunion from 
Martin Carthy and Dave Swarbrick, a legendary, 
ground-breaking duo.

When 
they parted in 1969 Dave joined Fairport Convention 
and his contribution to folk and folk/rock music is leg¬ 
endary and well documented. 

For more than 40 years Martin Carthy has been one 
of folk music's greatest innovators, one of its best loved, 
most enthusiastic and, at times, most quietly controver¬ 
sial of figures. His skill, stage presence and natural 
charm have won him many admirers, not only from 
within the folk scene, but also far beyond it. 

fRoots said that'Swarbrick is an absolute revelation 
here, as instinctively sympathetic and wickedly inspira¬ 
tional as he ever was. It's like they were a couple of 
twenty somethings again. To hear Swarb bowing with 
such soul and tenderness and dynamism too is an un¬ 
conditional joy’ ... to share in that unconditional joy 
and have a brilliant evening out bookyour tickets now!

Glenwood Present 
is also green and physically immature." 

Ballyegan ran a good race in the RNLI Sav¬ 
ing Lives At Sea Novices' Handicap Chase at Ex¬ 
eter on Friday. Jumping and travelling well, he 
came to make his challenge but unfortunately 
choked a bit and had to back off and finished 
third. 

"Unfortunately he choked a bit as he made 
his challenge, which is the second time he has 
done it, and will wear a tongue tie next time out 
to try and correct the problem.

RICO Wilson took his opportunity to show new boss Alan Knight 
what he could do by scoring the only goal of a game of few 
chances. 

With a stomach bug sidelining a number of players and Ryan 
Dovell and Ryan Moss not available for the trip to York Road, 
Wilson was recalled from his loan spell at WimborneTown, and 
staked a claim for the shirt soon to be vacated by Moss when 
he leaves the club later this month to take up a new job in Lon¬ 
don. 

It was a tough baptism for Knight who was only appointed 
four days earlier and who had only met the players for the first 
time during training on Thursday evening.

"The pitch was a bit tricky but we 
knocked the ball around well and used 
the width of the pitch well and put in 
some useful crosses although I suppose 
to be fair we didn't force their keeper 
into too many saves. 

"Our goal was a superb team effort, 
and it was unfortunate that we didn't 
score with one of the other good 
chances we had which would have 


made it comfortable at half-time. 

"I told the lads I couldn't believe they 
could be as bad as they were by their 
league position, and whilst they 
showed more in the second-half and 
got the two goals, I felt we deserved at 
least a point, and in many ways feel it 
was three points lost. 

"Defensively they are a good team 
and whilst they haven't scored many 
they have not conceded too many ei¬ 
ther. 

"Fortunately the results went for us 
again so we are no worse off, but we are 
not a million miles off getting the re¬ 
sults our play deserves, and I know ta¬ 
bles don't lie but we need to see games 
out and convert some scrappy goals 
when they present themselves. 

"It's just keeping a bit of belief, I'm 
generally happy with how we are per¬ 
forming." 

This week the Bees are on the road 
again at Odd Down (Bath) in a match 
where they should bring back points.
